The Reason for Minimum Prices 


OME weeks ago the Breeders’ Sale Company 

announced a minimum price policy for the 
Lexington Fall Sales which this year come under 
its direction for the first time. Horses one year 
old or older must bring at least $100, weanlings 
at least $50, mares with sucklings at side at 
least $150. If in any case the bidding fails to 
reach $100 the registration of the horse is to be 
canceled by formal notification of The Jockey 
Club and the horse, without pedigree, remains 
the property of the consignor. 

The reaction of the press has been unfavorable 
to such a degree that we suspect a general mis- 
understanding of the nature, purpose, and back- 
ground of the proposal to put a floor under prices 
for this particular sale. More or less typical 
is the comment of the Eastern Breeder, publish- 
ed at Warrenton, Va.: 


face of [a probable shortage of horses] the 
the Breeders’ Sales Company seems a bit 
sd and arbitrary.... While the purpose of 
he Company may be to improve the breed, such an 
arbitrary method smacks just a bit of totalitarian 
theories on controlled human propagation.... While 
hey may argue that this rule will eliminate the 
1aff, opponents of the ukase, and there are a few, 


will point out many instances of the unwanted, ill- 
regarded horses which went on to do big things or 
produce good horses.... Wishful theorizing along 
lines of producing only stakes winners is somewhat 
akin to economic philosophies of the "Every Man 
a King” variety. 


We almost have to box the compass on that 
one. There is no probable shortage of horses. 
The rule is not arbitrary, but was arrived at, by 
consent of the participating breeders, in a rea- 
soned, deliberate effort to solve a problem which 
desperately needed solution. The purpose of the 
company is not to improve the breed, but to con- 
duct auction sales. As far as we know, it has no 
theories on propagation of any kind. It has not 
argued that the rule will eliminate the chaff; pre- 
sumably it hoped to exclude some of the chaff 
from its sale. There wasn’t any ukase, only an 
announcement of an agreed policy. Nobody 
theorized anything about producing anything.

For many years a high percentage of the 
horses in the Lexington Fall Sales have failed 
to bring enough to pay the expenses of selling. 
Even last fall, on a strong market, one out of 
every three mares offered brought less than it 
cost the consignor to send her through the sales 
ring, a fact which was pointed out in THE 
BLoop-HorsE before the Breeders’ Sales Company 
devised its plan. It was to correct this unsound 
condition that the company acted. 

In attempting to fix minimum prices the com- 
pany does not appear to be doing an injustice 
to anyone. The Fasig-Tipton Company of its 
own volition had given up the Lexington Fall 
Sales, presumably because they did not furnish 
enough revenue to make them worth promoting. 
No buyer is ever under obligation to bid more 
than he pleases. No seller can very sanely con- 
sider himself outraged if he has been denied the 
privilege of making a sale when the expense of 
the selling is more than the gross price received, 
without counting in the value of the article sold. 
If the sellers find the procedure unsatisfactory, 
they will certainly change it. It would, indeed, 
be rather extraordinary if the first experiment 
should provide the complete answer. 

Under Kentucky law a consignor is privileged 
to buy in his own stock at an auction. The pre- 
sumption is that each animal catalogued for the 
fall sales is held by its owner to be worth at least 
the minimum price and that the owner does not 
propose to permit the loss of the registration 
certificate. The new rule will have the effect of 
a general reserve bid, not the effect of an “elim- 
ination” campaign. There is no probability that 
it will bring about any material reduction in the 
number of registered Thoroughbreds or rob any 
man of a certificate against his will. 

THE BLoop-HorsE does not speak for the Breed- 
ers’ Sales Company. It is simply declaring in on 
the discussion to suggest that judgment in this 
matter of floor prices ought to be based upon its 
soundness as a business procedure, not upon any 
erroneous supposition that it contemplates reform 
in American Thoroughbred breeding.

Sir Francis, which 
has now been third three straight times—perhaps 
he has confused himself with Sir Thomas, which 
once was called the perpetual maiden—had a lit- 
tle trouble in the backstretch, but hardly enough 
to excuse him, as he was in front at one stage in 
the stretch. In the same mixup Chief Barker 
suffered most severely, stumbling badly, and he 
dia little afterward. 

Bill Hardey, an expensive yearling from the 
J. O. Keene dispersal last year, ran a much more 
convincing race than his position at the finish 
would indicate. He broke from far outside, and 
was confronted with the disagreeable alternative 
of outsprinting his field to the first turn, which 
at Belmont means almost a half-mile, or risking 
the loss of too much ground on the outside. He 
chose to sprint, and he had enough the foot of 
the field to get clear and come over, but the 
effort left him without much for the stretch. He 
is a slashing, flashy colt, long-muscled and of 
good size, and I should not rate him many pounds 
off the winner. Best Effort also can do better. 
He was far back early, and spent himself getting 
into contention. Lady’s Reward, the only winner 
of the first four, seemed to have had no luck, 
good or bad. As for the maiden angle of the 
finish, of course, it should be remembered that 
raaidens, under the conditions, got a 16-pound 
allowance. 


The Long Handicap 


AT the Manhattan Handicap Jockey Bobby 
Permane naturally came in for a good deal 
of criticism for letting the field get away with an 
absurdly slow pace. After the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup this died an unlamented death, for Permane 
rated him cleverly. There was no way of putting 
Bolingbroke’s defeat in the New York Handicap 
on Permane’s judgment of pace, for as the field 
came past the stand for the first time, Permane 
checked himself with the figures for the half- 
mile, flashed on the infield board, and as far as 
I could tell, was the only rider to do so. But 
Bolingbroke, when put to a drive which got him 
past the others, could do nothing with Caribou, 
which was a maiden long enough for it to be- 
come monotonous, his first win coming at five 
this year. 

Mrs. Sloane really did not do too badly in 
events leading up to the New York Handicap. 
She sold Great Rush, which finished third in a 
fairly good performance, and bought the winner, 
which is very nice horse-trading indeed.

It must be hurriedly disclaimed that this is 
any attempt to rank stallions, but probably no- 
body would dispute that War Admiral, Reaping 
Reward, Menow, and Bull Lea were among the 
most promising young horses retired in late 
years. They had some mutual experiences—Reap- 
ing Reward was third in War Admiral’s Derby, 
Menow was first in what was previously con- 
sidered War Admiral’s Massachusetts Handicap, 
and Menow had the worst of two rousing duels 
with Bull Lea at Keeneland in the spring of their 
3-year-old year. Well, and here is where you 
start to make something of it, the best products 
of their early crops, in all four cases, are fillies. 
Donitas First has won the most important stakes 
credited to the get of Reaping Reward, Bee Mac 
and Busher are the best for War Admiral, Ask- 
menow for Menow, and Twilight Tear, Durazna, 
Harriet Sue, and Good Blood for Bull Lea. The 
opinion in this corner is that it doesn’t mean a 
thing, but then the opinion in this corner is not 
always correct.

Thomas Healey 
Dies 


CAREER of 63 ‘years of honorable and dis- 

tinguished association with the American 
Turf closed Saturday, October 7, when Thomas 
Jeremiah Healey died at his home at the village 
of Holmdel, N. J. Except for Henry McDaniel, 
who was “born on a race track,” he probably had 
a longer continuous professional connection with 
American racing than any well known trainer 
who survives him. 

His years were full of honors. He had saddled 
the winner’ of more than three million dollars. 
He had trained four winners of the Preakness 
Stakes. He had handled the world’s leading 
money-winning mare, Top Flight, through her 
racing career and had trained Equipoise for some 
of his greatest races. After retiring from train- 
ing he had been pressed into service as a steward 
and had become generally recognized as one of 
the ablest officials in the country. 

Mr. Healey, son of a dairy farmer, was born 
July 16, 1866, at his father’s farm in Fordham, a 
little way south of old Jerome Park, years ago 
overrun by the spread of New York City. In 
1881 he took his first race track job, in the stable 
of E. A. Clabaugh, trained by Jeter Walden. The 
following year he went with the stable of Lamas- 
ney Brothers, of Kansas City, and about 1885 he 
found employment at the famous Erdenheim 
Farm, Chestnut Hill, Pa., then owned by Commo- 
dore N. W. Kittson, and three years later he went 
to the races with a division of the stable of Wal- 
ter Gratz, of Philadelphia, for whom he saddled 
his first winner, Pocatello, on May 28, 1888. Next 
he handled the horses of Edward Kelly (Clabaugh 
Farm). 

In a few years he had one of the largest public 
stables in the country, including horses owned by 
Nathan Straus, Mayor Hugh J. Grant, Lucien 
Appleny, Thomas Lawson, the -younger August 
Belmont, Thomas Shiels, William Laimbeer 
(Stockwell Stable), Ralph Ellis, and the Reverend 
Father Brosnahan (Milltown Stable), the Messrs. 
Clyde (Goughacres Stable), and Richard T. Wil- 
son. 

He began training for Mr. Wilson, who was 
president of the Saratoga Association, in 1896, 
and trained for him exclusively from about the 
turn of the century until 1921, when, late in the 
year, he took over also the horses of Walter J. 
Salmon, then a recent newcomer to the sport. He 
continued with these two strings until the fall of 
1929, when Mr. Wilson died. The elder James 
Rowe had also died that year, and Harry Payne 
Whitney sent for Mr. Healey and engaged him 
before even asking what salary he would expect. 

After Mr. Whitney’s death in 1930 Mr. Healey 
continued with the stable under the ownership of 
its heir, C. V. Whitney, until 1937, when the 
famous racing organization was broken up and 
the horses dispersed. (The horses sold at auction 
won enough the following year to have made C. V. 
Whitney the leading owner if he had kept them.) 

ut of the sale Mr. Healey himself bought Tatter- 
demalion and Black Look; he had been going for 
well over half a century but he wasn’t ready to 
retire. In 1941 the Laurel Park course in Mary- 
land prevailed upon Mr. Healey to act as steward 
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at its autumn meeting, and since then he had 
served in the stand there and at Garden State 
Park, Tropical Park, Fair Grounds (New Or- 
leans), and Pimlico. Despite his advanced age 
horsemen were as nearly unanimous as horsemen 
can be in lauding him as one of the country’s best 
stewards. 

In the lean years when racing was banned in 
New York Mr. Healey and R. T. Wilson, unlike 
many of the leading trainers and owners in the 
East, saw it through in the United States, racing 
in Canada or Maryland or wherever opportunity 
offered, and their success was about all that the 
opportunities of the times afforded. They ranked 
usually among the leaders. And when racing 
made spectacular gains in the 1920’s Mr. Healey 
shared these also, ranking always with the lead- 
ers. In the 30 years for which figures are avail- 
able, from 1907 through 1936, his charges earned 
a total of $2,819,942, an average of approximately 
$94,000 a year. 

The horses he trained included The Parader, 
Olambala, Campfire, and the Preakness and Bel- 
mont Stakes winner Pillory for R. T. Wilson; 
Flight of Time, Careful, and the Preakness win- 
ners Vigil, Display, and Dr. Freeland for Walter 
J. Salmon; Whichone, Top Flight, and Equipoise 
for H. P. and C. V. Whitney, and a host of other 
good ones. At wide intervals he also owned a few 
horses himself, including the stakes winners Lion 
d@’Or (Toboggan Handicap, 1920), and Tatterde- 
malion. For a short while in 1902 he owned the 
noted horse Hermis, then a 3-year-old, which he 
had bought with the expectation of turning over 
to Mr. Wilson. But the latter preferred to pur- 
chase Mexican for $20,000 and Mr. Healey sold 
Hermis to L. V. Bell for $15,000. 

Until a few years ago Mr. Healey owned a 
home in Miami Beach, Fla., but after the death 
of Mrs. Healey he sold it and moved to his farm 
in New Jersey. He is survived by four daughters 
and one son, John A. Healey, trainer of the 
Christiana Stable. 


Wise Counsellor's Owner 


Frederic A. Burton, Thoroughbred breeder and 
owner, died at the age of 72 on September 30 in 
Chicago, where he had engaged in the coal busi- 
ness for a number of years. Best known to the 
Turf as the owner of Wise Counsellor, which he 
purchased near the end of his 2-year-old season, 
Mr. Burton first raced the horse in the name of 
the late John S. Ward, his principal racing asso- 
ciate, who died last March. At three Wise Coun- 
sellor raced in Mr. Burton’s name, but before the 
horse went to the stud in 1926 his owner had 
adopted the nom de course of the Everglades 
Stable, and later most of his performers were 
the offspring of the chestnut stallion. 

Before buying Wise Counsellor, Mr. Burton had 
been in partnership with Mr. Ward, and also Ros- 
coe Goose, in the ownership of good horses, es- 
pecially Donges, winner of the Breeders’ Futurity 
and Cincinnati Trophy in 1922, and Worthmore, 
which the partnership acquired after he had won 
the 1923 Breeders’ Futurity. Both Donges and 
Worthmore raced in the name of Mr. Ward. 

At his death Mr. Burton had Deliberator and 
his full brother, the unraced Denominator, in 
partnership with E. H. Taylor Hay, at the lat- 
ter’s Scotland Farm, near Frankfort, Ky. He had 
some mares and young stock at Mrs. J. L. Dodge’s 
Hillside Farm in Bourbon County, Kentucky, 
where Wise Counsellor stood from 1936 until his 
death in 1942.

Recently the suggestion was made that distance- 
running honors for the season among the older 
horses should be divided between Devil Diver, for 
races as far as a mile and one-half, and Boling- 
broke, for races beyond that distance. But in the 
New York Handicap aided by a 22-pound conces- 
sion from Bolingbroke, Brookmeade Stable’s Cari- 
bou laid claim to some of the honors for the longer 
distances. 

Last year at the spring Belmont meeting Cari- 
bou made his first appearance when, as a 4-year- 
old, he started in two steeplechase races. Out of 
the money in both attempts, he was retired for the 
season. Entered in seven jumping events this 
year at Pimlico, Belmont Park (spring meeting), 
and Delaware Park, the best he could do was to 
earn third money once, but in a maiden race at 
1% miles on the flat during the Empire City-at- 
Jamaica meeting the 5-year-old got up to win at 
60 to 1. Since then he had won two other distance 
races on the flat and was gaining on Devil Diver 
and Bolingbroke in the mile and one-half of the 
Manhattan Handicap. 

The delaying technique recently adopted by the 
riders for distance racing in New York was again 
in vogue. For about a mile and a half Great 
Rush led a slow, strung-out procession in which 
Caribou and Arrow Rock brought up the rear.

(Baba Kenny also is the dam of Bee 
Mac). Batter Cake’s daughter, Breakfast Bell, by Black Toney (half-sister to several stakes 
winners), was a consistent performer in four years of racing, winning stakes at Saratoga 
and Belmont Park, and then producing Buginarug. Buginarug, due to an injured hip raced 
only at three and from six starts won three and was twice third racing against the best of her 
age in the East. Her first foal was BLESS ME. She has since produced the winner Bit of 
Sugar, and this year’s outstanding 3-year-old, By Jimminy, winner of the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes, the Shevlin, Dwyer, Travers and the American Derby, setting a new record for the 
race. Thus to *Sickle, Buginarug produced Bless Me and to *Sickle’s full brother, *Phara- 
mond II, she produced By Jimminy. It will be noted that Buginarug has two close crosses 
to Black Toney, one of the greatest tributaries of the rich source of Domino blood in this 
country.

Downs in 1:49%, his fractions for the mile being :46%, 1:094% and 1:354%. 

At four Bless Me won the Frontier Handicap at Detroit, 14% miles, beating Bon Jour, 
Col. Teddy, Amber Light and Some Man. He won the Gen. Doolittle Handicap, carrying top 
weight, % in 1:10%, also won another 34 race by six lengths, giving 8 to 16 pounds to each 
of the other starters. In his entire career of 22 starts, Bless Me won ten races, was second 
in four and third in two.

Bon Jour, a $1,600 claim in 1942, and Alex 
Barth, a $3,500 claim in 19438, have done hand- 
somely by their owners this season. The former 
has picked up $73,370 for his Toronto owner in 
1944. Alex Barth has added $99,560 to the Mill- 
brook coffers this year and has just missed win- 
ning a considerably larger sum by running a close 
second in nine stakes, including four $50,000 
handicaps. 

In the Trenton Handicap at Garden State Park 
the Millbrook Stable gelding was highweight of 
the field with 120 pounds; Bon Jour was in light- 
est with 101. Bon Jour beat Alex Barth half a 
length in that rich stakes and went on to Wood- 
bine Park to score in the Jockey Club Cup Handi- 
cap before returning to the States for the trans- 
planted Bryan and O’Hara Memorial at Laurel, 
in which Alex Barth had to concede him only six 
pounds. The Maryland horse players sent Alex 
Barth to the post at 95 cents to the dollar, made 
Bon Jour second choice at almost 7 to 2. 

Mouse Hole carried Alex Barth out at the first 
turn while they were in front. Lord Calvert took 
over the lead about a head in front of Bon Jour, 
which was hugging the rail. Bon Jour surged to 
the front nearing the far turn, receiving a breath- 
ing spell on the bend, lost the lead momentarily to 
Harford in the stretch, but put away the latter in 
the last sixteenth and then withstood Alex Barth’s 
closing bid to win by a nose. The latter had 
quickly recovered from his early mishap, but 
could not quite get up. Harford saved third 
money a half-length behind the leaders. 

In winning the Bryan and O’Hara, Bon Jour 
emulated the performance of his sire Sun Beau, 
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which accounted for the 1930 running when the 
stakes was a regular fixture at Bowie. In all he 
has started 83 times, won 17 races, finished second 
10 times, third 11 times, and has earned $104,960. 
He is the first $100,000 winner for his sire Sun 
Beau, which ranks third in the list of leading 
money winners with $376,744. Bon Jour’s pedi- 
gree and family notes appeared in THE BLOoop-

BEST SELLER first demonstrated his real merit as a top race horse at three when he defeated 
Daily Trouble and others in an overnight race at Laurel and then finished second to Market Wise in 
Pimlico’s Governor Bowie Handicap in the new track record time of 2:4315 for a mile and five-eighths. 
BEST SELLER was three times first and four times second in his eight starts at three. At four, he 
won the Governor's Handicap under top weight of 126 pounds, won the Equipoise Mile at Arlington 
Park in 1:36, won the Skokie Handicap at Arlington Park under 120 pounds, mile in 1:373;, and won the 
Motor City Handicap at Detroit. He was second to Marriage, beaten only a nose, in the Col. Alger 
Memorial Handicap in time that was but two-fifths off the track record, and in the Widener Handicap 
the same year he was beaten only a head by The Rhymer after fighting off consecutive challenges from 
such horses as Dit, Attention and Mioland. Behind him also were Our Boots, Alsab, Challedon, Market 
Wise, Pictor, in fact nearly all the top handicap horses of that time.

He also was sec- 
ond in the Clang Handicap and third in the Hawthorne Handicap. At five, Best Seller won the Churchill 
Downs Handicap, again won the Equipoise Mile, beating the best horses in the country, including 
Thumbs Up, *Rounders, Whirlaway, Marriage and others. At five he also won the Governor’s Handicap 
for the second time, and he was second to the superlative mudder, Shot Put, in the Kentucky Handicap 
on a muddy track. He was also second under top weight in the Lincoln Handicap.
